Three diepu ties are k nown to be 
dead. 
The m ilitary au thorities at 9.30 a. 
m., said that sniping had started again 
at Crook ed Creek and at Blair mou n­ 
tain. 
Miner sharpshooters are popping at 
the Logan defender^ on itop of the 
hills. 
9 party of 100 men was ru shed to 
Crook ed Creek thig m orning to rein­ 
force the garrison there. Others were 
sent to Blair m ou ntain where trou ­ 
ble ig anticipated du ring the day. 
Logan cou nty ofilcialg are praying 
for the arrival of federïil troops. Tney 
are confident of being able to defend 
th borders su ccessfu lly bu t believe the 
« presence of troops mieans there will be 
little bloodshed. 
They tihink the m iners will qu it 
when the federal troops arrive.
